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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Wayne Tang (36028) on April 5, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Regarding claim 1, in line 6, "a signal delay between" is replaced by -a signal 
delay effected by a bandwidth variable intermediate frequency (IF) circuit between--, in 
line 7, "reception signal and" is replaced by -reception signal received by the antenna 
diversity receiver and", and, in line 8, "a plurality of antennas" is replaced by -the 
plurality of antennas--. 

Regarding claim 2, in line 2, "a bandwidth variable intermediate frequency (IF) 
circuit" is replaced by -the bandwidth variable intermediate frequency circuit--. 

Regarding claim 6, in lines 2-3, "the demodulator" is replaced by -a demodulator- 
Regarding claim 8, in line 8, "a signal delay between the occurrence" is replaced 
by -a signal delay effected by a bandwidth variable intermediate frequency (IF) circuit 
between an occurrence-, and, in line 9, "a plurality of antennas" is replaced by -the 
plurality of antennas--. 
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Regarding claim 9, in line 4, "a bandwidth variable intermediate frequency (IF) 
circuit" is replaced by -the bandwidth variable intermediate frequency circuit--. 

Regarding claim 13, in line 2, "the demodulator" is replaced by -a demodulator--. 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: The addition of the drawing label "FIGURE 1" as shown in 
the attached proposed Examiner's amendment to the drawings. In order to avoid 
abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above agreed upon 
drawing changes.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-14 are allowed because, in addition to the reasons for allowance stated 
in the office action of November 1 , 2004, the claims are not anticipated or obviated by 
Meijer (US 6807404). Meijer discloses an antenna diversity receiver comprising an 
antenna selective switching means which may be disabled. Meijer discloses that a 
delay caused by the intermediate frequency filter may effect, via a comparison (fig. 1 , 
ref. 36) with a predetermined threshold delay value (fig. 1, ref. 34), a switch disabling 
timer (fig. 1 , ref. 44) to be updated with a specified amount of time to disable antenna 
switching. However, in the instant application, the antenna selective switching means is 
disabled permanently when a signal delay effected by the intermediate frequency filter 
becomes larger than a predetermined critical delay. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
